CHEAP SURGERY 
IN SUNNY INDIA 


MEDSOLUTIONS, A DIVISION OF MED- 
ical Tourism Inc., wants to get Alber- 
tans off the waiting list for surgeries 
in public hospitals by providing 
surgery in the warm climate of 
Ahmedabad, India. There’s just one 
hitch: you'll still have to wait for 
surgery with them too. 

“The average time from our first 
contact [with a client] is 20 to 30 
days,” spokesman John Knox admit- 
ted during a phone interview. That 
information is not available on the 
Medsolutions website, nor was it 
included in a recent media release. 
The waiting time figure also cannot 
be independently verified 

The company specifically notes 
“there are only two hospitals in the 
whole province that provide cardiac 
surgeries, with a waiting list of about 
885.” Wait times for cardiac surgery 
in Alberta average 3.4 weeks, 
approximately the same amount of 
time Medsolutions’s medical tourists 
would wait for a surgery. 

Knox said Medsolutions clients 
often end up waiting on travel docu- 
mentation like visas, passports, and 
insurance. Medsolutions marketing 
materials nonetheless proclaim it to 
bea “light at the end of the the long 
dark tunnel of Alberta's surgical 
waiting list crisis.”

MYRIAD OF ENVIRONMENTAL 
CHALLENGES 


Even if MOSS isn’t approved, 
there is still no shortage of environ- 
mental challenges facing the oil- 
sands. Vast quantities of natural gas 
are needed in oilsands production 
and Alberta is running out of con- 
ventional supply, forcing the 
province to move towards more 
environmentally damaging produc- 
tion such as coal bed methane. In 
2004, oilsands operations used 330 
billion cubic feet of natural gas, and 
the National Energy Board predicts 
that consumption could increase to 
between 1.4 and L trillion cubic feet 
per year by 2015. Technological 
improvements have decreased 
greenhouse gas (GHG) intensity 
(emissions per barrel of bitumen) at 
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oilsands operations. 

However, even with reductions in 
the amount of GHG emissions pro- 
duced at individual oilsands plants, 
as more projects come onstream and 
existing projects expand, overall 
emissions will rise, making it 
extremely difficult for Canada to 
meet its obligations under Kyoto. 

The Pembina Institute estimates 
oilsands operations will release 66 
megatonnes of GHGs by 2015 and 
118 megataonnes of GHGs by 2030. 
Those figure are based on CAPP 
forecasts of oilsands production. In 
2000, the oilsands industry emitted 
23.3 megatonnes of GHGs so emis- 
sions could increase at a staggering 
rate if there are no major technologi- 
cal improvements at plants. 

“The oilsands are the single most 
energy intensive and GHG intensive 
form of oil extraction in the world 
and we're proposing to triple it or 
take it up to 10 million barrels a day 
at the same time that we're saying 
we need to be reducing our GHG 
emissions as a country, so there’s a 
fundamental disconnect there that 
needs to be recognized,” says Dan 
Woynillowicz, environmental policy 
analyst at the Pembina Institute. 

The oilsands also require large 
amounts of water from the Athabas- 
ca River, which could have a detri- 
mental effect on aquatic health of the 
river, at least in low flow periods. 
According to Alberta Energy statis- 
tics, two to three barrels of river 
water are needed to produce one 
barrel of bitumen. 

Pembina Institute statistics show 
that oilsands operations currently 
divert 349 million cubic metres of 


water from the Athabasca River— 
enough for a city of approximately 
two million—but that could increase 
to 665 million cubic metres with 
planned new development. Both 
Suncor and Syncrude have become 
much more water efficient in recent 
years, but as with GHG emissions, 
more water will inevitably be with- 
drawn. There's also concer about 
pollutants created by oilsands devel- 
opment, such as napthenic acids, 
ending up in the river. 

Mining the oilsands requires rip- 
ping up a huge amount of earth. To 
get to the oilsands deposit, mining 
companies have to first clear trees, 
then a layer of muskeg is removed. 
After that, heavy equipment tears up 
what's called overburden (a mixture 
of sand, rock and clay) and then 
finally the oilsands deposit is 
exposed. Oilsands is a mixture of 
sand, bitumen, clay and water. 
Alberta Energy says in order to pro- 
duce one barrel of oil, two tonnes of 
oilsands has to be ripped up. Alberta 
Environment estimates that the total 
amount of land disturbance in the 
oilsands could reach more than 1,767 
square kilometres. 

Air pollution will also be an 
increasing concern as more and 
more oilsands projects start emitting 
pollutants into the atmosphere. High 
levels of sulphur dioxide and nitro- 
gen oxides, which contribute to 
smog and acid rain, are produced in 
oilsands operations. New technolo- 
gy has led to dramatic reductions in 
sulphur dioxide emissions at Suncor, 
and Syncrude is introducing new 
technology to dramatically reduce 
its sulphur dioxide emissions. 


However sulphur dioxide emissions 
are projected to increase overall as 
more operations begin production. 
Meanwhile, nitrogen oxide emis- 
sions are rapidly increasing. 

The Pembina Institute estimates 
that if all planned and proposed oil- 
sands projects are approved and the 
industry produces 3.7 million barrels 
of oil per day, nitrogen oxide levels 
will rise to 501 tonnes per day from 
the current level of 145 tonnes. 


FAST AND FURIOUS 


Ann Dort-MacLean, executive 
director of the Fort McMurray Envi- 
ronmental Association, says what it 
all comes down to is that the pace of 
oilsands development is too fast and 
that not enough research has been 
done to determine thresholds over 
which there will be irreparable dam- 
age to the ecosystem. 

“| don’t think we have a firm or 
good grasp of what the thresholds 
are—be it air, water—and yet we're 
developing at a fast and furious 
pace,” she says. 

Dort-MacLean says the Cumula- 
tive Effects Management Associa- 
tion, which has multi-stakeholder 
representation, is trying to conduct 
research to determine what the 
cumulative effects of oilsands devel- 
opment are now and what they will 
be in the future, but it’s difficult for 
the association to keep up with the 
scale of development. 

“The oilsands isn’t going any- 
where, so is there a need to develop 
at the pace they are?” she asks. “I'd 
like to see some studies completed. 
I'd like to see some thresholds estab-

“Tt all comes out of my 
pocket,” she notes with a touch of 
exasperation.

That point was 
driven home last year when Vriend 
was negotiating with an unnamed

record label to possibly take care of 
the expenses for her then as-yet 
recorded album. 

The whole deal was kept under 
wraps as Vriend tried to strike that 
necessary balance between control- 
ling her own destiny and allowing 
for outside influence. “It’s actually 
not a fond memory of mine,” she 
dryly comments. “I thought I hada 
deal set up that would have taken 
care of the costs, but then it fell 
through. Good thing I was careful 
with my expenses and didn’t go ona 
spending binge.” 

Instead, she picked herself up, 
took frank stock of her financial situ- 
ation, and decided to forge ahead 
with recording. After checking 
around for possible producers, 
Vriend contacted New Yorker Paul 
Brill, and asked if he’d like to helm 
the album. After much back and 
forth, Brill enthusiastically agreed, 
and Vriend proceeded to lay down 
basic tracks at Brill’s studio while 
touring on the East Coast last winter, 
Back in Edmonton, Vriend kept in 
contact long distance, mixing songs 
via email and sending them back to 
Brill, who hired New York musi- 
cians to lay down extra tracks. It was 
a bit of a shock for Vriend, a self- 
admitted control nut, when she first 
realised where Brill was going with 
the tracks—mixing to a sound that 
did not square with her own idea of 
which direction the album should be 








“At first I didn’t know what to 
make of it,’ admits Vriend, who had 
earlier in the year been alluding in 
conversation to her love of, and 
desire to emulate, producer Jim 
O'Rourke's work on Wilco’s Yankee 
Hotel Foxtrot. “It wasn’t what I had 
been expecting, so I was a little bit 
thrown. But after coming back to it, I 
started to like it more and more.” 

“It’s. a good solid pop record,” - 
flatly states her manager, Chris Mar- 
tin. “Nobody ever gets exactly what 
they think they’re going to get when 
they record anyways. Brill did a 
great job—it’s a nice mix of upbeat 
and introspective numbers, a very 
diverse record.”

York City’ r-songwriter circle 
as Lane Arndt (well-known for his 
experimental guitar work with vari- 
ous local jazz/ folk outfits), Krista 
Hartman (one of the most heart- 
warming songwriters to have graced 
an Edmonton stage in a while) and 
Ayla Brook (of AA Sounds 
fame) took it upon themselves to re- 
invent the solo aspect of their 
work—exposing pure song crafts- 

For Arndt, it was a strange rebirth 
of sorts. Never having played any of 
his own original compositions alone 
in an Edmonton spotlight before, he 
gambled by having experimental 
beat tracks accompany him on his 
laptop as he sang his delicate 
melodies to a laid-back crowd of 
sophisticated types who shared the 
experience while sipping a glass of 
red wine or a cup of dark coffee. 

The gamble paid off (despite the 
odd rhythmic miss here and there— 
but let’s give the guy a break, shall 
we?); his quiet sense of humour kept 
the small crowd satiated—especially 
on such heart-warming pieces as 
“Snowed In,” a beautiful piece about 
our long, cold winters. The evening 
quickly became a good way to dis- 
cover the hidden stories behind the 
composers work as they told the 
tales that brought their songs to life 
between each number. 

There is absolutely no doubt that 
Krista Hartman’s work needs to be 
discovered by someone in the 
majors, pronto. Her sandy voice car- 
ried so much emotion and energy, it 
sent electric, tingling shivers up

one’s spine—from the first lines of 
the majestic swirl of “Til The Air 
Comes Through” until the final 
notes of the lovesick “Tornado.”
